The first report for 1899 of the State 
Commiseionef of AgirlenlUiro is just out 
and is bssed on statements of 153 corre- 
spondents representing 08 counties. It 
is as follows : 

"Wheat— Tbe condition of the wheat 
crop December 1st, tbe dste of the last 
report, was compared with average 
years. As set out in that report t&ere 
was a lengthy interval between tbe early 
sown and the late sown wheat due to an 
unusually wet October, wheat sowing be- 
ing suspended for tbe greater portion of 
the month. The early sown wheat at* 
tained a growth that promised to with- 
stand any weather test to which it might 
be subjected. This promise has been 
realised, and at this date early wheat is 
generally reported in excellent condi- 
tion. Jjite sewn wheat was barely above 
ground at the advent of winter, and the 
severe weather it has encountered, both 
in tbe early and latter parts of winter, 
baa left it In aeooditfoB that nay be aptly 
lUeoribed as a "blue prospect." Whole 
flelds now appear without a vestige of 
growth above ground and, while a few 
correspondents venture the opinion that 
the roots are uninjured, it will take some 
weeks of warm growing weather to de- 
velop the full extent of damage. As a 
rule there was an ample covering of snow 
during the extreme cold weather of Feb- 
ruary, but, falling as it did on an almost 
solid sheet of ice, the benign effects of 
the protection was in a measure lost. 

"Answers to tbe qoestion 'Has wheat 
suffered from any canae dnrteg the win- 
ter? If so, state cause,' resulted in re- 
plies from llo correspondents, of which 
number 07 state that wheat snfliMed from 
'freeze,' and 18 say it has not been ap- 
preciably damaged during the winter. 

"flag vy rains, particularly in the west- 
em section, ia another source of no in- 
considerable damage. 

"The condition for the State at a whole, 
compared with average years, ia 80, which 
ia a ieaa of 14 points sbioe December- 1st 
For the three preceding years the condi- 
tion on March 1st was as foliowa: 1806, 
02: 1897, 88, and 1808. 88. 

"The per cent, of crop of 189S still m 
the hands of farmers is estimated at 2(i. 
On March 1st, 1896, it was estimated that 
17 per cent, of crop of preceding year was 
then in the bands of farmers. On' March 
1, 1807, a similar eatlmate showed o per 
Cent, of tbe old crop in farmers' hands. 
The price of wheat March 1st averages 
ti8c. On March 1st, 1898, tbe average 
price was 00c., and March 1st, 1897, the 
price was 84c. 

"Corn" Estimate on the percentage of 
corn crop of 1898 still in farmers' hands 
give the amoant at 41 per cent On 
Marcli 1st, 1S!»S, the percent, of crop of 
preceding year in hands of farmers was 
4:i. 

"Live Stock.— The trying edecta of the 
unusually severe winter on live stock has 
to some extent been mitigatld by tbe 
abundance of feed. Still, among young 
stock and stock unprovided with shelter, 
tlie loss has been heavy and the suffering 
intense. The heaviest loss has been 
with lambs and young pigs. Somtf cor- 
respondents estimate the loss of lambs 
at per cent, of the crop. Recent ex- 
perience aboold impress upon , farmers 
the economy of providing ample shelter 
for stock during tbe months of bad 
weather. Replies to the qaeethMl *«aave 
you hog cholera?' show a notable ab 
sence of this common disease; 113 corre- 
spondents answer in the aagativaaad 
but 31 in the aihrmative.
